NATURE THE HEALER. - 


~ Work at an Alpine Clinic. . 
To the vear 1503 Dr. Rollier 
opened at Leysin the first clinic 
for the treatmant of surgical tubar. 
culosis by sunlight. The twenty 
years which have elapsed since 
then have not only justified his 
hope but authenticated a way of 
salvation from what is perhapa 


{the saddest ot humap afflictions, 


writes the medical 
of the Times 

Only those who have themselves 
witnessed the older surgical met. 
heds of dealing with the tuber 
culosis of children can form an 
adequate idea of what this new 
sun cute Means. The dingy ward 
in some industrial centre, the pale, 
stricken faces of the ohildren, 
many of them wistful ‘with. the 
“unearthly beauty-” of the con- 
sumptive, thé endless series of 
operations. of splintings, of dress. 
ings, the fears, the paing the 
Piteous cryings as a rule tha 
terrible deformities. It is = spec- 
tacle which baunts imagination 
for ever. “In these days there 
seemed to be no hope. 

Compare thet picture with this 
one, in which children similarly 
afflicted play the leading part: 
An Alpine village, ” sheltered 
among fragrant’ pine trees, the 
rousio. of cow bells and falling 
raters; children oaked, plump, and

{brown as the earth. itself playing 


games or lying, healing, in the 
sunlight: laughter—the good 
laughter of returning health. The 
operating theatre is almost idle: 
the period of rest and immobilza- 
tion is immeasurably shortened. 
This is cure by Nature—in the 
widest sense of that term. 

After twenty years Dr. Rollier 
has published. the first detailed 
account of his methods in a form 
available tothe English medical 
public (“Heliotherapy,” by A. 
Rollier, M.D.: Oxford Medical 
Publications; Henry Frowde and 
Hodder and Stoughton, 25s. net), 


acd few. more inspiriug books 


have evereppesred. Fornot only 
do we learn how disease has boon 
mastered in Switzerland, among 
the High Alps; we learn also, in 
the words of Sir Heary Gauvain, 
who contributes, a foreword to 
the volume,.that “wherever the 
sun shines and the requisite skill 
exists for its utilization, there in- 
sclation may be usefally employ- 
ed. There is abundant sunshine 
in these islands, especially in the 
South of England, during a large 
part of the year. It is up to us 
to use that suo when it is shino- 
ing.” Not only so, but we may 
bave-sunshirle now in mid. winter, 
For Dr. Rollier’s work and ex- 
ample bare led to all manner of 
fresh discoveries, not the least 
important of which is the “ arti- 
fieal sunlight” supplied by various 
types of healing lamps. : 

AN-FXACT SCIENCS. 

Heliotherapy, however, is no 
mere system of casual sun baths; 
it iz an exact science which has 
‘been built up with infinite care 
and resource. It demands for its 
Practice knowledge, experience 
and patience. The ordinary indi- 
vidaal, accustomed to living in 
cities, with the greater part of the 
body wrapped in opaque clothing 
is quite unable, at first, to tolerate 
even a brief exposure to the sun’a 
cays. Reaction is apt to be swift 
and violent; harm, instead of good, 
msy result. The first step, there. 
fore, in sun treatment is equival- 
ent to.a process of acclimatizs- 
tion. The natural resources of the 
body muat be called into play, 
above all that darkening. of the 
skin which is popularly known as 
“a tan,” sclentifically as pig- 
mentation, must be secured. The 
connexion between this pigmente- 
tion and the outlook for the in- 
valid is » close one; when for. 
some.reason the dark colour re- 
fused'to appear suspicion of some 
deep-seated trouble at once arigas: 
When it does sppear improve- 
ment may be looked for, 

Dr. Rollier, indeed, goes so far 
23 tO declare that pigmentation ia 
closely agsocisted with the resia- 
tance of the body to other dis- 
eases than tuberculosis. He re- 
counts some very remarkable in- 
stances in support of this view, 
notably the fact that vaccinations 
on the pigmented arms of farm 
workers refused to ‘take’ and 
the observation that, durinz an 
outbreak of chicken-pox among 
some children undergoing. sun 
treatment, the eruption , appeared 
only on’ portions of the body 
which were shielded from ‘the 
sun's rays, This view bas ‘been 
confirmed by those who have ‘re- 
cently bean treating rickets by 
means: of sunlight. .Benefit, is 
Proportional to pigmentation.

YUNNAN BANDITS, 
General Pereira “ Attacked.” 
Rangoon, April 3Ist-—Ne 
has reached Rangoon. that: 
Brigadier-Gonora!l Pereira, who | 
made the adventurous journay 
from Pekin to Lhassa on foot’ 
and thence. by train to India ra 
cently and who, a few months 
ago started out from Bhanio 
across Yunnan to Pekin,” has 
been attacked. by brigands in 
Yunnan. No details aro yet to 
hand, but we hope to learn all is 
well with this gallant travelfer 
and explorer. . " ‘ 

It will ba remembered that in. 
an interview which a reporter 
of The Rangoon Times bad with . 
Brigadier General Pereira, the 
latter said it wae his intention to 
return to Pekin overland from the 
North of Burma. He-bad apant 
nearly two years in travelling 
from Pekin to Lhases and hag 
never encountered aoything like 
serious opposition from the many 
aomadic . trades he bed coms 
across in Chinese Turkestan, 
Genera! Foreire, who has spent 
the last thirty odd years of his ~ 
life in Ching, can speak fluontiy 
nearly every dialect spoken in 
China, for. he has a wonderfnl 
sift in that direction.. He is 
so well Known in China (he 
was @ prominent official in 
the days of the Manchu 
dynasty) that itis improbeble that 
any harm has been done to him.’ 

When he was in Rangoon some 
weeks ago, the reporter asked 
him why he ventured on the 
hazardous journey scross Ching 
by foot (when he could. return by 
sea) in his atate of health. He 
was then limping from the blood 
poisoning in bis leg that had 
forced him. into hospital ag 
Calcatta. an silment that came 
to him by reason of his long walk, 
He replied thet his journey beck 
to Pekin would be made’ easy by 
the officials of the districts 
through which he would pase. 
He knew most of them and orders 
had been sent from Pekin to the 
South ordering 2 safe transport 
for him. 

Tho probability is that General 
Pereira has been robbed by « 
geng of bandits who have not 
heard of bis name and fama. ‘It 
is most unlikely that they barm- 
ed him. These bandits (the whote . 
of Yunnan is full of them} have 
no fear of their-own people at 
all. They rob and terrorise them 
fand kidnap them for ransom, but 
they have a moat wholesome 
dread of the long arm .of the 
Governments of the Suropean 
races. Instances of Exnropeans 
being killed by bangits in 
Chine are very rare. though, 
missionsries and doctors sre 
often. .kidnappad. -for -ransom, 
China is so disordered that Amer- 


«jica and most of the Exropesn 


Powers have troops in the coun- 
try, and no sooner is a European | 
captured by Chinese bandits than 
one Power or the. other. mores on 
its own initiative. Troops are sent 
out after the baddits and, if they 
are caught, sammary justice is 
meted out them, without reference 
to but with the acquiescence of tha 
Chinese Government, 

A GILBERTIAN AFPAIR. 
Simla 23rd. April -—The attack 
on Brigadier-General Pereira by « 
brigands in Yunnan, recently re- 

ported, is described by the General — 
in a privatel ‘letter received ig 
Simla as quite a Gilbertian affair, 
Ho states ‘that he was fired at 
by brigands for the first 
time since he cama to China 24 
years ago. His servant having 
}gone abead with his rifiss, he 
was unarmed at the time, He 
was, however, accompsuied by 
four boy soldiers, who retarnad 
the assailants’ ‘fire, holding their 
weapons straight up to-varde‘tho 
sky. It seamed that the frigands 
were aiming in the same way, ag 
the’General never heard builet 


‘sing past once the whole time, 


The only brigand seen by Genoral 
Pereira was on the top of x ridge, 
who had « fine target fur about 
one hundred ‘yards range, but 
who either did not know how to 
aim or thought discretion was 
the better part of valour, for he 
did not fire..’ General Pereria 
reached Yuunan without further. 
incident.—Rangom Fimes.
